• HOW did you and Neville come to run the 
Hunter's Lodge? 

Neville has been in catering all his life after starting 
out in The Alexandra Hotel when he was just 16. He 
built up his experience in a number of local hotels and 
restaurants before being offered the chance to man¬ 
age the Cobb Arms in 2011. At this time our children 
were both very young so I didn't play a role in the pub. 
However, when the opportunity arose to move to the 
Hunter's Lodge in 2013 we decided to take the chal¬ 
lenge. 

• WHAT do you enjoy about running the pub and 
restaurant? 

I had no previous experience at all of working in a pub 
or restaurant and I never realised the commitment it 
would entail; I don't know anyone with a life quite like 
ours - because it is a way of life as opposed to a job. 
But I love people and I love talking! No two days are 
the same; you never know who is going to step 
through the door and that's what makes it so interest¬ 
ing. 

The most satisfying part of our life here is the feed¬ 
back we get from customers; We have worked really 
hard over our 13 years here to improve our business 
and, ultimately, to try to ensure everyone who steps 
inside has a great experience. 

• WHAT does your role with Lyme Regis Pan¬ 
tomime Society entail? 

I am the producer/director of Lyme Regis Pantomime 
Society and I also share the choreography with my 
friend (and chairperson) Amanda Rattenbury.There is 
a huge amount of work that goes into staging each 
show, and also fundraising throughout the year to be 
able to afford those special touches which make it just 
a little bit better, such as pyrotechnics and great 
sound and lighting. 

We are fortunate enough to have an amazing team 
of enthusiastic committee, members and volunteers. 
My role basically involves bringing all these people 
and ideas together to work effectively, thus ensuring 
we are able to bring a top quality amateur show to au¬ 
diences in our little Theatre by the Sea. 

• NEXT year's panto is "Robinson Crusoe" - what 
can the audience expect from this production? 
The panto is a fast-paced, swashbuckling adventure 
which sees our hero, Robinson, take to the high seas 


in search of treasure which his father buried on a dis¬ 
tant Island some 20 years previously. He battles 
storms, evil forces and pirates to eventually find his 
fortune and return home to wed his sweetheart 
Kathie. It features all the slapstick and comedy and 
you would expect from a traditional panto, not forget¬ 
ting the characters we all love such as the charismatic 
panto dame and the loveable village idiot. 

• IS there still time to get involved? 

Yes! Although auditions for main characters took 
place yesterday we are still really keen to welcome 
new members to our Chorus; I always maintain the 
chorus is a great place to start if you have never taken 
part in a show before but would like to try. 
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The support of the other people in the chorus gives 
you confidence and you get to enjoy the thrill of per¬ 
forming without the worry about having to remember 
lines or sing on your own! 

We are also always keen to hear from people who 
would be interested in helping backstage, or with the 
building of set/scenery. Palmers Brewery have been 
kind enough in the past few years to allow Micheala 
Demkiw, Lorraine Knowles and I to use the empty skit¬ 
tle alley at the Angel Inn to paint our scenery in 
through the winter months. However, with plans for 
regeneration on the cards there, we are not sure how 
much longer we are able to use it so we are seeking 
somewhere dry, and preferably with electricity where 
we could paint - we'd love to hear from anyone who 
would help us. 

• WHAT do you enjoy about being part of the pan¬ 
tomime society? 

I love that fact that whilst, ultimately, we are all work¬ 
ing to put on the best amateur show we possibly can, 
rehearsals are relaxed and fun; let's face it, we all have 
busy, stressful lives and this is something we choose 
to do in our spare time, to take our minds off these 
pressures just for a while. I have been fortunate 
enough to make some wonderful friends, and I truly 
feel that we are just one big, happy panto family 

• ARE you a member of any other local groups? 

I am proud to be a member of the Lyme Regis Musical 
Theatre group. I joined in 2015 when they were stag¬ 
ing "Evita" as I was bored after panto finished. Al¬ 
though I was slightly nervous about joining, I was 
made to feel so welcome by the existing members, 
and I have made some great friends here as well. I ab¬ 
solutely loved playing Mary Patrick in their production 
of "Sister Act" in May and I am looking forward to tak¬ 
ing part in "Thoroughly Modern Millie" next year. 

Most recently I joined the musical theatre group in 
Bridport after I watched my son Harvey, who took part 
in "West Side Story" with them last year, and was 
blown away by the acting, singing and general pro¬ 
fessionalism of the production. I played a small part 
in their production of "Crazy For You" a couple of 
weeks ago, which was a fabulous experience with a 
standing ovation on the first night! 

• DO you have any other hobbies? 

I like to try and keep fit - I enjoy Zumba, Fitsteps and 
line dancing, as well as pilates. I also love cooking. I 
am hoping that now both our boys are grown up that 
I might try and slow down a bit and find time to relax 
- I don't hold out much hope though! 

• WHAT do you like about the local area? 

I feel very fortunate to have spent my childhood in 
Lyme Regis. I have to remind myself sometimes how 
lucky we all are; Nev and I don't get away often, but 
whenever we have, we can't help comparing other 
places to Lyme - and nowhere has ever really come 
close. The nicest thing about a small town like ours is 
knowing you will always bump into someone you 
know and be able to chat and put the world to rights. 
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Town councillors back 
Palmers Brewery plans 


PALMERS Brewery is set to invest millions in 
Lyme Regis over the coming years, with three 
major renovation projects planned for its proper¬ 
ties. 

Palmers has already received planning permis¬ 
sion to convert the former Three Cups Hotel in 
Broad Street, which has stood empty for almost 30 
years. 

The Bridport-based brewery is expected to spend 
in excess of £5million on the project, which will 
see the former hotel converted into retail units on 
the ground floor and apartments above, with a 
restaurant and letting rooms at the rear of the build¬ 
ing with access into Langmoor Gardens. 

Work is expected to start later this year. 

Palmers is now seeking planning permission to 
give the Pilot Boat Inn a facelift, including a new 
restaurant in the existing function room, and to 
convert the former Angel Inn in Coombe Street 
into accommodation for its staff. 

Plans for both projects were considered by Lyme 
Regis town councillors at their meeting at the end 
of August. 

The proposal for the Pilot Boat Inn - which will 
see the Inn Plaice function room and skittle alley 
converted into a two-storey, glass-front restaurant 
with a balcony, the inside of the pub refurbished 
while its recognisable fascia would remain the 
same, and letting rooms created upstairs - split 
members’ opinions but the committee eventually 
recommended approval on the casting vote of 
Councillor Cheryl Reynolds, who was chairing the 
meeting in the absence of Councillor Stephen 
Miller. 

Councillor Michaela Ellis described the plans for 
the new restaurant as “horrible”, adding: “It does 
not do anything for a listed building.” 

Councillor Reynolds pointed out that the existing 
function room was not listed, only the pub itself. 

Councillor Ellis also expressed concerns that the

new restaurant would overlook neighbouring prop¬ 
erties, while Councillor John Broom described the 
proposal as “over-development”. 

However, Councillor Brian Larcombe pointed 
out that the restaurant would be set back from the 
road, which would limit its impact. 

He added: “It won’t detract from the listed nature 
of the Pilot Boat itself. It’s so different it’s almost 
like a completely separate building.” 

Councillor Ellis also raised concerns with plans 
to refurbish and re-arrange the inside of the exist¬ 
ing pub, saying it was “ripping out the guts of a 
listed building”. 

Councillor Jeff Scowen argued: “You wouldn’t 
know it was a listed building from the inside. It’s 
just building, it’s not like the inside of the Royal 
Lion that’s something special - it’s just white 
walls.” 

Members were split when they came to take a 
vote, but it was agreed to recommend approval of 
the plans to West Dorset District Council on the 
casting vote of Councillor Reynolds. 

Members later considered plans to convert the 
former Angel Inn into six units of accommodation 
for Palmers staff. The plans include demolishing 
the old skittle alley to create additional parking 
spaces. 

Councillors recommended approval of the plans 
with little discussion. 

Palmers Brewery has also submitted an applica¬ 
tion to convert its vacant garage and storage build¬ 
ing opposite the Angel into a dwelling. 

As the building backs onto the River Lim, some 
councillors expressed concerns that any develop¬ 
ment may be affected by flooding. 

They agreed to recommend approval subject to

the complying with flood risk assesment. 

West Dorset District Council will now consider 
all the applications before making a final decision.

Red Arrows'fundraising 
campaign makes a profit 


THE campaign to bring the Red Arrows 
to Lyme Regis was a resounding suc¬ 
cess, organisers have reported. 

The RAF’s crack aerobatic team have 
been visiting Lyme Regis for more than 
four decades. 

But this year they had to charge a fee, 
around £11,000, for the first time. 

Apart from the first year when the Ar¬ 
rows performed during Regatta and Car¬ 
nival Week, the displays have always 
been held as part of Lifeboat Week 

However, the RNLI Guild were un¬ 
able to commit their charitable funds to 
such a large fee and their week of activ¬ 
ities also coincided with the Arrows’ an¬ 
nual mid-season leave. 

The View from Lyme Regis launched 
a campaign to raise the money to con¬ 
tinue the long relationship between the 
town and the Red Arrows. 

This resulted in a breathtaking display 
over Lyme Bay on July 21st, thought to 
have been their most spectacular yet. 

At the suggestion of the Mayor, Coun¬ 
cillor Owen Lovell, the week of the Red 
Arrows’ visit was designated Lyme 
Regis Community Week, with six or¬ 
ganisations able to promote their groups 
and fundraise on separate days. 

In return, they had to provide a mini¬ 
mum number of collectors during the 
Red Arrows’ display. 

The total amount collected came to 
£6,235, a record amount, resulting in the 


organisations each receiving 50 per cent 
of this amount (£520) with the remain¬ 
der going towards the cost of bringing 
the Arrows back in 2017. 

Campaign organiser Philip Evans, 
who first brought the Red Arrows to 
Lyme in the early 1970s, recently met 
with Councillor Lovell and town clerk 
John Wright to report that a profit of 
£1,200 was achieved after a £1,500 do¬ 
nation was made to the RNLI, and that 
more than £11,000 was already commit¬ 
ted towards next year’s cost. 

Sponsorship brought in £8,000 with 
the formation of a Red Arrows Club re¬ 
alising £6,800. 

Mr Evans said: “We are very grateful 
to all those who gave financial assis¬ 
tance and who helped out on the day. 
We have already made an application 
for the Red Arrows for next summer but 
we won’t know for sure until the New 
Year.” 

Councillor Lovell is intending to or¬ 
ganise a social occasion at the Guildhall 
at which the six organisations which 
took part in the community week will 
receive their cheques. 

♦ The membership of the Red Arrows 
100 Club stands at 68, many of whom 
have committed further support in fu¬ 
ture years. Anyone interested in becom¬

1915. 

■ Belmont, the former home of author John 
Fowles and 17th century businesswoman 
Eleanor Coade, who created Coade stone, will 
also be open this weekend as part of the national 
Heritage Open Days event. 

The recently-refurbished house in Pound Street 
will be open on Saturday and Sunday from 10am 
to 4pm.

Japanese exchange programme 



THE 20th anniversary of 
the Bridport Young Per¬ 
son’s Action Trust’s 
Japanese Exchange Pro¬ 
gramme saw seven local 
youngsters, including 
many from Lyme Regis 
and Uplyme, live with 
Japanese families for 
three weeks this summer. 

The group leader was 
Ben Spicer, who had 
himself enjoyed the ex¬ 
change as a youngster 15 
years earlier. 

Last summer saw seven 
Japanese students, mem¬ 
bers of Tokyo’s Koya- 
madai Educational 
Foundation, visit and stay for three weeks with their 
partners and families in Bridport, Lyme and Uplyme. 

“I think we’re a bit lucky with the way it’s worked 
out,” said exchange founder and co-ordinator Arthur 
Woodgate. 

“When the Japanese come here they are really step¬ 
ping into the unknown. A year later our group is cer¬ 
tainly facing a different culture half-way around the 
world, but they also have the good fortune to have a 
dear friend and their family waiting to spoil them rot¬ 
ten. 

Catie Fenner who took part in the exchange added: 
“My family did everything they could to make me 
feel welcomed. They were all so lovely and generous. 
I was overwhelmed by the opportunities they pre¬ 
sented me with. 

“My Japanese is bad, but we communicated well 
and had fun. I could not have been happier.” 

Jack Bradley commented: “The most impressive 
thing in Japan for me was the people. Everyone I met 
was so nice and made me feel so welcome in their 
country. 

“There wasn’t a point in Japan where I felt out of 
place or not welcome. My partners and hosting family 
were the best! Almost instantly it felt like these peo¬ 
ple were my second family and they actually wanted 
me in their home.” 

Just as the young people from Tokyo are amazed by 
the cultural differences experienced in a rural setting 
such as West Dorset, the impact of suddenly living in 
one of the greatest cities in the world had a very sim¬ 
ilar effect on the English students. 


“Such a busy and beautiful city, and so safe!” en¬ 
thused Aurora White. 

“So much variety! So much to do and experience. 
Such a perfect combination of modem and traditional. 
I love Tokyo so much. I’m so thankful that I could 

go.” 

The hosting programme, organised both by the 
foundation and the individual families, provided the 
youngsters with a wealth of experiences. Visiting Stu¬ 
dio Ghibli and Tokyo Disneyland, riding on the 
Shinkansen bullet train, taking part in colourful local 
festivals, kendo, the ancient tea ceremony, Zazen 
meditation, white water rafting, calligraphy, visiting 
Shinto and Buddhist shrines and temples, and eating 
lots and lots of unfamiliar food were all on the pro¬ 
gramme.

AT the Climate Change conference in 
Paris in December 2015, Britain made 
a commitment to reduce its carbon 
dioxide emissions by 80% by 2050; 
shorter term targets on renewable en¬ 
ergy and greenhouse gases are en¬ 
shrined in UK and international law. 
The cheapest way to achieve carbon 
reduction is more efficient use of en¬ 
ergy, particularly in the domestic sec¬ 
tor. We could save significant amounts 
of energy in the home through more 
efficient insulation, better lighting 
and more sustainable life-styles. For 
instance, by replacing all halogen 
downlighters in an average home 
with LED alternatives, householders 
could save about £35 a year on elec¬ 
tricity bills, and loft insulation can 
save much more. 

This year fifteen homes will open 
during the first two weekends in 
September to showcase ways of sav¬ 
ing energy, resources and reducing 
bills. They are a great chance to get 
the facts and find inspiration on how 
to make a difference.This is the fourth 
year that this event has been organ¬ 
ised by Transition Town Bridport. 

Many of these are older homes (in¬ 
cluding one listed building) which 
have been retro-fitted with better in¬ 
sulation, solar panels and double- 


glazed windows. Others have been 
built in recent years to a higher stan¬ 
dard, and include using the Sun to 
heat the house passively, collecting 
rainwater, and efficient ventilation 
systems. Others still have focussed on 
building materials which emit less car¬ 
bon dioxide gas during their lifetime 
-for example two of these homes are 
built with straw bales, lime render and 
recycled paper insulation which all 
have low'embodied energy'. 

With several proposed develop¬ 
ments in Bridport, including 
Vearse farm and the area 
around St Michaels and the 
old coal works, there has been 
a demand for affordable 
housing. But a cheaply built 
house may be a false econ¬ 
omy, taking into account the 
running costs of building inef¬ 
ficient buildings, and the 
need for expensive retrofits 
further down the road. De¬ 
mand for low or zero energy 
homes is growing, and they 
do not cost much ore to build. 

Visitors to EcoHomes in pre¬ 
vious years have spoken 
about learning from other 
peoples' experience about 
what works and what doesn't. 


All the hosts are voluntarily opening 
their homes and their enthusiasm, 
knowledge and impartiality makes a 
powerful and inspiring experience for 
visitors. 

Along with the open homes are 
three talks on retro-fitting insulation, 
smarter living, and Bridport Co-hous¬ 
ing.

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CONTINUING our series commemorating the 
100th anniversaries of the deaths of all men 
from Lyme Regis and surrounding areas who 
died in the First World War, we remember 
John Gardner Reid, from Charmouth, and 
Percy Bate, from Uplyme. With thanks to Ver¬ 
non Rattenbury of the Royal British Legion 
for the research. 

JOHN GARDNER REID 

Captain, B Company, 11th Battalion, 
Worcestershire Regiment 

Born in Kensington in 1890 and died on 
September 7th 1916 in Salonika 

John Reid was educated at Oxford and served 
on the Western Front in the Loos offensive in 
1915. His battalion arrived in Salonika in 
November 1915 spending its first Christmas 
there in the field. 

Things remained quiet through the spring of 
1916 apart from the odd air raid, but in July 
1916 they were ordered forward to take the Bul¬ 
garian-held town of Doiran. 

Castle Hill and Kidney Hill outside the town 
were taken on the night of August 7th 1916 and 
in the early hours of August 18th 1916 Horse¬ 
shoe Hill was stormed and captured. 

On September 2nd 1916 the 11th Battalion, 
Worcestershire Regiment, shifted their position 
to the right and took over the captured ground 
on “Horseshoe Hill.” The enemy’s guns fiercely 
bombarded the lost hill and, during the ensuing 
week, the battalion suffered several casualties, 
John Reid among them. 

From the battalion’s war diary: “4 September, 
8 wounded. 5 September, 4 wounded. 6 Septem¬ 
ber, 1 wounded and missing. 7 September, Capt. 
J.G. Reid and 3 men killed, 5 men wounded. 8 
September, 2 wounded. Total, 1 officer and 3 
men killed, 20 wounded.” 

Son of John Maitland Reid and Isabel Reid, of

Cranford, Charmouth, he was a scholar of 
Brasenose College, Oxford, Assistant Master at 
Cheltenham College and native of Kensington, 
London. 

He is buried in Karasouli Military Cemetery 
in Greece, grave A.42 and is commemorated on 
the Charmouth War Memorial. He is also com¬ 
memorated on the Cheltenham War Memorial, 
the Cheltenham College War Memorial and the 
war memorial at St Luke’s Church, Chel¬ 
tenham. 

PERCY BATE 

Private, 1st Battalion, Devonshire Regi¬ 
ment, Service No. 33247 
Born in 1892 in Ferndale, 
Glamorganshire, Wales, and died 
on September 13th 1916 on the Somme, 
France 

Percy Bate, who was a resident of Uplyme, his 
father being at the time proprietor of the Yawl 
Mineral Works, had enlisted in the Royal North 
Devon Yeomanry at Exeter before being trans¬ 
ferred to 1st Battalion, Devonshire Regiment. 

He went to France in 1916 and was killed in 
action during the Battle of Flers-Courcelette, 
from September 15th to 22nd 1916, at Leuze 
Wood on the Somme. 

Son of Thomas and Susan Bate, of 84, 
Clovelly, Devon, he has no known grave and is 
commemorated on the Thiepval Memorial in 
Somme, France, pier and face 1C and also on 
the Uplyme War Memorial. 


PCC disappointed with consultation 
on the future of local government 


DORSET’S Police and Crime Commissioner (PCC) 
has expressed disappointment at the recently-an¬ 
nounced consultation on the future of the county’s local 
government, and doubts its democratic process. 

Residents are being given four options on how they 
would like to see their local authorities set up in the fu¬ 
ture to deliver services. Option one wills see no change, 
whilst the other three options split up the Dorset coun¬ 
cils into two areas of varying size. 

PCC Martyn Underhill said: “Just like policing, local 
authorities have to save money in times of austerity. We 
have set up a strategic alliance with Devon and Corn¬ 
wall Police, generating multi-million pound savings and 
protecting front line services. 

“The government’s devolution agenda goes a step fur¬ 
ther, enabling local authorities to work even closer to¬ 
gether and it is vital Dorset residents share their views 
on the proposals. 

“As the only person elected to represent the whole of 
Dorset, I am surprised and disappointed by the consul¬ 
tation. This proposal is the biggest democratic change 
in our county in a generation and could offer an exciting 
transformation of public services, with joined up ser¬ 
vices as less cost, therefore delivering better value for 
the people of Dorset. It is an opportunity missed. 

“I make these comments from a democratic point of 
view, not a political one. I am concerned by the lack of 
democratic process being adopted, indeed I challenge 
that process. 

“I challenge firstly because the consultation planned 


will clearly not reach all of my constituents, it will be 
lucky to reach one in ten. A referendum would reach 
everyone but this is not on offer, despite costing only 
about one per cent of the projected savings of the 
clearly favoured option. Surely this would be money 
well spent to achieve a clear and fully democratic man¬ 
date that government would struggle to ignore. 

“Secondly, I dispute how the council officers can state 
the consultation is as ‘neutral and impartial as possible’. 
The consultation sets out limited options and is heavily 
biased towards one option, mainly on financial grounds, 
which is worrying.” 

Of the options available, Mr Underhill felt that there 
was not enough information to properly inform the pub¬ 
lic and also questioned why the option of a single 
Dorset unitary authority was removed, stating a busi¬ 
ness case was “worked up” which predicted savings of 
a further £5million. 

He added: “We deliver emergency services and health 
services in a joined up pan Dorset way - or bigger in 
relation to fire and ambulance - why can’t we deliver a 
pan Dorset unitary as well? 

“Everyone involved in this debate should be seeking 
to do the right thing for the people of Dorset, the best 
thing for my constituents. 

“They should not be driven by what they feel they can 
achieve. By setting sights low they have hampered what 
could be a real chance to deliver better, more cost ef¬ 
fective public services across our county. That saddens 
me.” 


Former BBC presenter to talk for U3A 


FORMER BBC presenter Peter Hill is bringing the bizarre 
tale of Dorothy O'Grady to the local U3A branch on 
Wednesday, September 14th. 

A landlady on the Isle of Wight, Mrs O'Grady was the 
first woman to be charged with treason in 1940 under 
a new Act of Parliament. The authorities thought she 
was a German agent. 

She went on the run after her arrest, but was recap¬ 
tured, tried in secret, and condemned to death without 
being called to give evidence. The sentence was com¬ 


muted but she served many years in prison. 

After her release, Peter Hill interviewed her for the 
BBC, and was allowed to examine the Crown Prosecu¬ 
tion Service files of the case when they were opened 
to the public. He will try to show that she could not 
have been a spy.

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15 SMART TIPS TO GET YOUR 
HOME READY FOR AUTUMN 


COOLER temperatures and pretty soon falling 
leaves serve as a reminder that the fall season is 
fast approaching. As the seasons change, so do 
our activities and home needs. Even though 
summer is not quite over yet, it's a good time to 
do some seasonal maintenance to keep your 
home running smoothly. The weather can 
change quickly, especially if you live in a colder 
climate and you don't want to be caught unpre¬ 
pared. A bit of attention now will save costly re¬ 
pairs and aggravation later. 

1. Check for drafts: Feel for drafts around the 
edges of windows and doors. A good tip is to use 
a lighted candle and if the flame flickers, there's 
most likely a draft. If necessary, replace seals and 
repair caulking around window and doorframes. 
Consider buying heavier or insulated drapery for 
especially drafty windows. 

2. Have your furnace inspected: Hire an HVAC 
professional to test for leaks, check heating effi¬ 
ciency, and change the filter. They can also do a 
carbon monoxide check to ensure air safety. It's 
also a good idea to stock up on extra air filters 
and change them every few months. 



3. Winterize air conditioning: If your home has 
central air conditioning, (and you live in a climate 
where you won't need it any longer,) it may be 
necessary to cover your outdoor unit for winter. 
If you use window air conditioning units, remove 
them or cover to prevent air leaks. 

4. Programmable thermostat: Buy a pro¬ 
grammable thermostat, if you don't have one. If 
you already have one, check the temperature 
settings. Setting your thermostat to lower the 
temperature automatically at night and when 
you're not home, can result in substantial cost 
savings. 

5. Test home safety devices: Replace the bat¬ 
teries in all smoke detectors and carbon monox¬ 
ide devices and test to make sure they're 
working properly. 

6. Clean humidifiers: Replace old filters and 
clean inside compartment. Vinegar is inexpen¬ 
sive and works well. 

7. Do a roof check: You should be able to do at 
least a visual inspection of the roof from the 
ground. Grab some binoculars to get a closer 
look or if you're able and can do so safely, climb 



on up for a better view. Look for missing, dam¬ 
aged, or loose shingles. If your roof is flat, you 
may need to remove leaves and debris. 

8. Check the chimney and fireplace: If you 
have a wood fireplace and use it often, have your 
chimney cleaned and inspected by a profes¬ 
sional. 

9. Stock up on firewood: Order enough fire¬ 
wood for the season. If you gather your own fire¬ 
wood, make sure it's dry and ready. It's best to 
cover firewood and store away from the house 
for safety reasons. 



10. Inspect siding: Check home exterior for 
cracks or holes. Repair them yourself or hire a 
professional. 

11. Clean the gutters: Hire a service to clear 
your gutters or do it yourself. Remove leaves, 
nests, and debris from gutters and check for 
leaks. 

12. Check water drainage: Rainwater down¬ 
spouts need to be clear of obstructions and di¬ 
rect water away from foundations, walkways, and 
driveways. Add extensions to downspouts if nec¬ 
essary. 

13. Inspect trees: Check for damaged limbs 
that may break or that are too close to power 
lines or the roof. 

14. Put away seasonal furniture: Clean and 
store seasonal outdoor furniture. Remove and 
clean cushions. Wash and dry furniture and store 
in a dry place over winter. 



15. Organise the shed: As your shed is filling 
up with summer items in storage it's a good time 
to organise and clean out the shed. Move sum¬ 
mer items to the back and winter stuff up front 
for better access. Also, remove any liquids that 
will freeze. 

As you're enjoying the last bits of summer, 
make sure that your home is prepared for the 
coming fall season. Preventative maintenance 
now will save money on expensive emergency 
repairs and wasted energy costs. Properly main¬ 
taining your home also enhances its value and 
appeal and is less effort than managing a crisis 
later. When the chilly weather approaches you 
and your home will be ready.

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Fear for safety as double deckers 
travel along ancient Bridge Street 


■ IT was very fortunate that when the 
double decker bus hit the overhanging 
bay window above Your World Travel 
in Bridge Street, Lyme Regis, earlier 
this year that nobody was hit by the 
falling debris. 

Virtually the whole bay came crash¬ 
ing down into the road and would cer¬ 
tainly have caused serious injury or 
death if it had hit pedestrians or an¬ 
other vehicle. 

The remaining part of the first floor 
bay window continues to be hit by the 
double deckers and has sustained fur¬ 
ther damage on several occasions. 

Bridge Street is due to be closed 
shortly to allow the bay window to be 
replaced. 

I predict that if these inappropriate 
vehicles are allowed to travel through 
this ancient street, the new bay window 
will not survive very long. 

The question that I wish to ask is, 
knowing of the risk of collision with

these ancient buildings, will a bus 
company manager or director be held 
accountable for corporate manslaugh¬ 
ter in the event of a life being lost due 
to these vehicles continually being di¬ 
rected by them along Bridge Street? 

I am genuinely concerned that this 
new bay window will be torn off the 
building within weeks or days of it 
being fitted and next time some inno¬ 
cent soul may have their life destroyed 
in the name of corporate profit. 

I therefore ask the bus company to 
seriously consider initiating a health 
and safety audit before deciding to con¬ 
tinue running these vehicles along 
Bridge Street after the road is re¬ 
opened.

LAST night I found myself watching a programme called 
“Million Dollar Princesses”. It was about three Hollywood ac¬ 
tresses - Grace Kelly, Rita Hayworth and Gloria Swanson. 

Grace Kelly, it seems, wasn’t sporty like the rest of her fam¬ 
ily, and so her uncle encouraged her to act. She began in the¬ 
atre, then television and finally she went to Hollywood. 
Ultimately, she won an Oscar. 

At the Cannes Film Festival in Monaco, in the mid-1950s, 
Kelly was asked to attend a photoshoot at the Prince’s Palace, 
home of Prince Rainier III. Reluctantly she agreed to go, but 
it was a life-changing moment. She met Prince Rainier, they 
fell in love and were married. From actress to Princess Grace 
of Monaco because of one life-changing moment. 

It reminds me of the Bible story of Moses. Moses was look¬ 
ing after his father-in-law’s sheep in a place he knew well. One 
day, he saw a bush which was on fire but wasn’t burning up. 
He turned aside to take a closer look. For him this too, was a 
life-changing moment. 

God commissioned him to leave his shepherding and go to 
Egypt to rescue thousands of down-trodden Israelite slaves liv¬ 
ing there, and take them back to their own land in what is now 
Israel. The journey took 40 years - quite a different prospect 
to shepherding a few sheep. 

Today, as I write, it is September 1st. The relaxation and gen¬ 
tle pace of the holidays is mostly over; we are all reverting to 
our usual routines. We see more people, we do more things but 
we can get very preoccupied with the busyness of it all. Do 
you think perhaps we might be passing “burning bushes” all 
the time, but we’re so absorbed with life that we don’t recog¬ 
nise them as the opportunities or life-changing moments they 
may in fact be? I believe God frequently provides us with such 
“burning bushes” moments, but sadly we seldom turn aside 
and see.

This six- 
week course looks at issues we all face as we bring our chil¬ 
dren up.

LYME REGIS'S annual folk festival will this 
weekend provide a grand finale to the town's 
summer programme. 

Lyme Folk Weekend, now in its fourth year and 
firmly established as one of the highlights of the 
summer, features more than 40 acts in nine 
venues, including the showpiece MarineTheatre 
concerts. 

Three evening shows, hosted by the highly ac¬ 
claimed Devon folk singer Jim Causley, the festi¬ 
val's patron, will culminate in a brilliant evening 
of sparkling entertainment from two of the folk 
scene's most renowned names, Martin and Eliza 
Carthy. 

Eliza, arguably the biggest star in British folk 
music, is making her first appearance at the fes¬ 
tival, and will be joined by her father, folk legend 
Martin, returning for the first time since 2013. 

Also gracing the MarineTheatre stage will be 
John Kirkpatrick, another legendary figure 
from British folk. John, a stalwart of the British 
folk scene for five decades, will be performing his 
solo show on Saturday night as part of a double 
bill with the brilliant Dorset duo Ninebarrow, 
who are rapidly making a big name for them¬ 
selves with appearances on BBC Radio 2's Folk 
Show as well as at Cambridge Folk Festival and 
Sidmouth FolkWeek.

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5 TIPS FOR AN EXTERIOR MAKEOVER 


1. If your home has a 
painted exterior, it 
won't stay looking 
good forever because the weather will take its 
toll. The easiest way to give the exterior a new 
look is to paint it a different colour, using a 
high-quality masonry paint. Even if you're 
happy with the existing colour, repainting it 
can work wonders. Discoloured, peeling and 
patchy paint isn't pretty or practical, and can 
lead to damage that's expensive to repair.

2. While you can rarely be as adventurous with 
the colours you use on the outside of your 
home as the inside, you don't necessarily have 
to stick to white, cream or magnolia. However, 
you do need to consider what will go with 
your neighbours' houses, if there any restric¬ 
tions (such as planning ones) on the colours 
you can use, and what suits the style and pe¬ 
riod of the building. 

3. Having the exterior of your home rendered 
can really smarten it up, even if it's just the 
front. Coloured renders are available, so if you 
find a colour you like, you won't need to paint 
the render, saving time, effort and money. 
With modern-looking properties, wooden 
cladding (or faux wooden cladding) can work 
well, especially on the front.

4. Another good way to improve the front of 
your home, especially if it's plain and lacking 
character, is to add a porch.The porch should, 
of course, be in keeping with the style of the 
building and needn't be elaborate - a small 


roof and something 
to hold up the roof 
may suffice. Chang¬ 
ing the windows and front door, or replacing 
an unsightly porch, can also make a big differ¬ 
ence to the look of your home. If it's a period 
property with ugly modern windows, for ex¬ 
ample, fitting period-style windows will trans¬ 
form the exterior, and interior, and probably 
make it warmer and quieter too. 

5. Before you start changing the exterior, find 
out if there are any restrictions on what you 
can and can't do. Listed buildings usually can't 
be altered without obtaining listed building 
consent from the local council, for example. If 
you live on 'designated land', which includes 
conservation areas, you may not be able to do 
what you want with your home's exterior, or 
you may need planning permission, especially 
if your home's permitted development rights 
have been removed. Click on the porch, exter¬ 
nal walls, windows, etc, on the Interactive 
House at www.planningportal.co.uk to find 
out more.

PRODUCTS OF THE WEEK 

The weather's nice at the moment, but this 
summer's been pretty rainy, making it hard to 
get exterior painting done, especially using 
slow-drying oil-based paints. However, Dulux 
Trade Weathershield Quick Dry Exterior Satin 
in Pure Brilliant White (£49.63 for 2.5ltr, B&Q) 
makes it possible to protect exterior wood¬ 
work and get a good finish in no time. It's 
water based and dries extremely quickly 
(often in minutes), so if you have to dodge 
showers, you can, but it still provides six years 
of protection against the elements and covers 
extremely well, unlike many water-based 
white wood paints. If you're painting previ¬ 
ously painted woodwork, use Dulux Trade 
Weathershield Quick Dry Exterior Undercoat 
(£45.63 for 2.5ltr, B&Q) first, which also dries 
quickly and covers really well. 

HOW-TO TIP 

A quick way to paint pebbledash is with a 
(deep-pile) roller, but you'll also have to go 
over it with a paintbrush to cover all the bits 
the roller has missed - you'll need to work the 
brush in well, so don't use a good one. If you 
just use a brush, you can cover all the peb¬ 
bledash in one go, but it will be time consum¬ 
ing. Painting brickwork is similar - the roller 
will cover the faces of the bricks, but the mor¬ 
tar between the bricks will usually have to be 
done with a paintbrush, so it will take a while.
